It la aaaertpd that a rataatroiihe 
almitar to that on the Mlaaourl a 
year ago waa narrowly averted. The

went on the target range, and la the 
Rpcuiid to orrur alnce the vcaacla have 
hern at target prac;tlie. 

It la aaaerled that gaaea had form- 
ed In the breech of Ihp gun anil that 
when another charge waa Inaerleil 
the ‘'llareback" occurred, being 
ratiaed by aome parllclea of burning 
powder or I'overlng not having been 
removed. The three men are on the 
aick Mat but their Injiirlei are nui 
aiirloua.

Ht. relersburg, April 2(1.— Admir- 
alty circles ara coming lo accept the 
view (hat there will be no great or 
general action Itetween (he fleets of 
Itussia and Japan for some time, baa- 
ing their Itellrf on strategic and tacti- 
cal reasons, which incline Togo to 
avoid declalve action until he haa 
made every effort to demorallie the 
Ituaslan fleet by lor|M-do attacks and 
Interference with transports by bla 
cruls4>r division. 

'riie admiralty scouts the reimrts 
that cngiigemenis have already oc- 
i iiri'i'il, iMilntlng out the distance sep- 
arating Ihe places where the dlspalch- 
es ••rlglnnled; and a naVal staff cap- 
tain declared that reiuirta from Kng- 
llsh sourcea shoulil not be doubled, 
but even mist rusted. The probabili-

to the Emergency hospital. He also 
said that on hla run from .Motille 
the craxy man's vagaries kept every- 
body on Ihe train awake and tn ter- 
ror all night, itrudofaki was put iu 
Ihe conduclor'a charge at Humboldt. 
Tenn., by Ihe chief of police of that 
town, the latter asking Imboilen lo 
vnich out for his demenli-d pasaen- 
gcr. And Ihat'a about all Conductor 
Imboden dbl all night. 

HrudofskI, every once lii a while, 
would spring from his seat and, 
imagining there was an army of ene- 
^uies in pursuit, skoot down the aisle 
of the coach and dart across the ves- 
tibule into the car ahead or l>ehlnd, 
scaring the sleep out of Ihoae awake 
with hla yells as he dashed along. 
All night ha kept up this sort of 
thing, not a soul on the train during 
to close hla eyes after once or twice 
being aroused by Mrudofskl's out- 
: breaks.

The deceased was a bachelor and 
leaves but one near relative, .Miss 
•Mary Emma .Morgan, who Is his sla- 
ter. 

The funeral will be held from the 
residence tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock, services by Itev. C'heek, In- 
llerment at Ouk Orove.

There will be a meeting of Ihe 
Itoard of health tonight for the pur- 
pose of meeting sanitary Inspectors 
and outlining the work to be done. 

Sanitary Inspectors begin work 
May 1st, and there la much to do. 
The hoard haa iietltluned the legis- 
lative hoards lo place the coniral of 
these Inspertora In the board of 
health's haiida.^ 

"If any resident will report to me 
any nuisance of any kind, I will give 
it my personal attention and aeo 
that It Is remedied at once, or the 
person guilty warranted and prose- 
cuted." President J. W. Pendley 
siaied this morning. "There are a 
nunilier of nuisances about the city 
and I constantly get reiiorls of them. 
.Some are remedied, but others are 
not, and In casi-s uf (he latter 1 shall 
get warrants.' One man was warrant; 
ed today and will he proaecuted In 
police court (or a miisance. We In- 
tend to clean the city and keep It in 
a good sanliary Miiidltlon, and will 
appreciate the aid of any cItUcu iu 
reporting ciuu<s to the board." 



Lexington, Ky., April 26. — Jiidge^ 
.laa. Ilargla, nn trial fur Ihe murder 
of Jamea CorkrItI, took the stand as 
the first wMneaa for (ho defense, and 
after Ihe preliminary qiiesllona al 
lo hla birth, parentage and education 
the (iorkritl killing waa taken up. 

Hargis entered a general denial of 
the principal statements made by the 
commonwealth's witnesses. He said 
that he felt hitter toward Tom Cook- 
rlll liecaiise' CiM-krlll had killed his 
hrolher, Men Hargis. 

He made the further sensational 
Hlatemeni that he had alaled openly 
he would furnish any amount of 
money neresaary to defend any man 
who Hhoiild kill him. He said ho had 
no feeling against James (5ockrlll 
and ('ockrlH's father was a close 
friend. Ho denied “Anse" While's 
statement that he (White) had been 
requeated by Ilargla lo take the aland 
In the courthouse during Tom Cock- 
rlll'a trial and when a pre-arranged 
dlstiirlmnee occurred start tn kill 
flvo men, among them Jainrs Cock- 
rill. 

Judge Ilargla swore that on the 
day when rwkrlll waa nHsassinated 
lip was asleep on a mat tress In a 
ro<im over his store shortly lieforo 
the shooting. Wing Ford awoke him 
to tell him Cockrlll waa In (own. 
Ilargla says he expressed regret that 
Cockrlll had come to town ns he 
feared that he and Curt Jett would 
have trouble. Almost at this Instant 
the fatal shots were fired. 

After the firing he said that Curt 
Jett rame up Into his room and also 
James Mrophy and Dug Hayes. Har- 
gis called serosa the gtreet (o JudSO 
Fleenor and asked who was shot. 
Fleenor replied Cockrlll had been 
shot. 

At this Juncture In (he (rial the 
sheriff notified Judge Parker that a 
man was In the hallway of the court 
selling verses on Ihe nsHassInatlon of 
•Marruni. The court thereupon ex- 
cused Hargis and the Jury and 
called the verae vendor Into the room. 
He waa Henry Dunnigan, a mountain- 
man, and he was reprimanded and 
dismissed. 

The examination was then resum- 
ed. HSrgia siild that Callahan Vas 
t)Ot In the room nor waa Alexander 
Hargis tn Jackson that day. Hargis 
made sweeping denials of all the 
charges of Ihe state witnesses. 

Hargis was cross-examined liy the 
commonwealth today, and aome of 
(he queatlons caused hi into make an- 
swer contrary to hla direct tesUiuouy.

THE PEOPLE ALWAYS SUPREME. 

The effort to inspire the American 
people with a dread of li)lnga un- 
xeen, and range them to quake In 
their boots through fear of gome 
aiilo<Talic niongter that 'seeks to 
swallow them whole, will utterly 
fail In this era of skeptlrisni, when 
people "have to be shown." 

The latest aspirant for honors 
along this line Is Mr. Charles A. 
Towne, who is described by the 
(Hobe-Demorrat as a man who ran 
use hIs voice and arms simultaneously 
and with equal effectiveness. And 
It Is uliOV asser'ed that neither is very 
Idle at any rime. They work well to- 
gether, and while Mr. Towne is work- 
ing his voire, hla arms are also busy. 
Thla Is riled simply to show that .Mr. 
Towne must ruflsiantly talk, because 
It la iieressary In hla business. Of 
his latest, however, the Ulobe-Denio- 
rrul says; ,

list Ir fur. In doing this work he 
Miiinds the signal or alarm against 
the .prevailing tendenry, encouraged 
by Mr. Ilryan hlnixelf, to regard Mr.

dent for the benevolent despot. He 
may do things which have no warrant 
of law (or what he regards as the 
pulillc good, but hla example may be 
urged by some suceessor who Is aiil- 
iiiated by less worthy luoltvee.' 

"The populists havs no iliiuiedl- 
ale eull to sit up of nights waiting 
for the des|ioi. Thus far Mr. Towue 
can ouly hear him. When he eees 
liiiii he will sound the alarm and a 
call lo the middle of the road. And 
In Ihe laeaiiwhlle men of sense who 
don't want to go to cougreaa or sell 
watered elock In themselyes, will 
know that Ihe rights of Ihe people 
are safy with Ihe people, gad that If 
a man eliould ever arlee In |hU coun- 
try bold enough lo alteiiipi thwart- 
ing the popular will, or ueurplug the 
IMJwere of a despot, beuevuleiit or 
otherwise, what he would have left 
at the eud of the experliueut would 
not be enough fur a basis of a |(bIIou
